Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  is  a  superb  “fine”  sovereign  of  thirty  shillings  (30s.)  of 
3ueen  “Bloody”  Mary  (see  EG94). 

Mary  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII  and  his  first  wife  Katherine  of  Aragon.  She 
ascended  the  throne  on  the  death  of  her  half-brother  Edward  VI.  After  a  short  reign  of  only 
Ive  years  she  was  succeeded  by  her  half-sister  Elizabeth  I. 

The  “sovereign”  was  introduced  into  our  coinage  as  a  twenty-shilling  piece  by  Mary's 
grandfather,  Henry  VII  and  is,  of  course,  the  forerunner  of  our  modern  pound  piece.

Individuals  possessing  catalogues  of  scarce  provincial  sales  are  also 
invited  to  provide  details,  although  only  locations  in  institutional  holdings  will  be  published.

A  NEW  VARIETY  OF  WILLIAM  III  HALFPENNY 


NICHOLAS  MAYHEW 


The  coin  illustrated  was  dug  up  in  a  garden  in  Cowley,  Oxford  and  brought  to  the  Heberden 
Coin  Room  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum  for  identification.  It  is  a  William  III  halfpenny  ot 
1696,  with  an  unusual  obverse  legend,  reading  GVLIELMVS.DEI.GR  ATI  A  instead  of  the 
more  usual  GVLIELMUS.TERTI  VS. 

I  his  type  was  not  known  to  Peck,  but  Graham  Dyer  and  Peter  Gaspar  examined  a  similar 
piece  some  years  ago  for  Seaby's.  The  Seaby  coin  was  even  less  well  preserved  than  the 
Cowley  piece,  and  Dyer  and  Gaspar  reserved  their  judgement,  but  the  appearance  of  the 
second  coin  of  this  type  in  slightly  better  condition  tilts  the  balance  in  its  favour.  The  style 
and  workmanship  are  good,  the  weight,  9.83g,  acceptable,  so  this  new  variety  is  now 
tentatively  offered  as  a  genuine,  though  rare,  circulation  piece.  It  therefore  seems  worthwhile 
to  place  this  variety  on  record.  More  examples  may  well  come  to  light  to  confirm  or  question 
this  assessment.  In  the  meantime,  my  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Dyer  without  whose  knowledge 
and  advice  this  note  could  not  have  been  written. 
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MEDAL  DESTINED  TO  BE  A  WINNER 


British  Rail  announced  on  September  3,  1984  that  an  official  medal  to  commemorate  the 
150th  Anniversary  of  the  Great  Western  Railway,  in  1985,  is  to  be  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint. 
Measuring  63  mm  in  diameter,  three  types  are  to  be  produced.  A  bronze  version  weighing 
135  grammes  will  cost  £20  and  2,500  will  be  minted.  A  limited  edition  of  500  in  fine  silver 
(156  grammes)  will  be  offered  at  £86.25.  The  ultimate  medal  in  9  carat  gold  will  be  on  sale  for 
around  £895  and  only  25  are  to  be  made.  All  three,  impressively  packaged  can  be  purchased 
for  just  £1,000. 

The  medal  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Firefly  Trust,  the  organisation  which  aims  to  build  a 
replica  Firefly  locomotive  and  coaches,  which  will  have  the  capability  to  run  on  broad  and 
standard  gauge  track.  The  Science  Museum,  London,  has  purchased  a  medal  for  public 
display.  Designed  by  consultant  architect,  John  Mosse,  AA  Dipl.,  ARIBA  C  Eng., 
MI  Mech  E,  the  medal  was  engraved  by  Robert  Lowe,  at  Llantrisant.  It  won  instant  acclaim 
from  British  Rail.  The  obverse  depicts  the  arms  of  the  GWR  formed  by  the  shields,  crests  and 
mottoes  of  the  Cities  of  London  and  Bristol  and  features  the  famous  Firefly  locomotive — the 
world’s  first  production  line  engine.  Queen  Victoria  made  her  first  railway  journey  behind  a 
Firefly  locomotive  in  1842.  They  also  hauled  the  first  special  postal  services  in  the  world, 
setting  standards  for  speed  and  reliability  which  were  unsurpassed  in  their  day.  The  names  of 
the  first  four  principal  officers  of  the  Company — Benjamin  Shaw,  Charles  Saunders,  Isam- 
bard  Kingdom  Brunei  and  Daniel  Gooch — are  also  featured.  The  mint  mark  appears  just 
below  the  coupling  of  the  Firefly  tender. 

The  reverse  is  just  as  magnificent  and  bears  the  arms  of  the  cities  and  towns  associated 
with  the  GWR:  Swindon,  Cardiff,  Exeter,  Plymouth,  Truro  and  Wolverhampton.  The  well- 
known  GWR  button  badge  is  centrally  placed.  Around  it  is  the  inscription  150th  Anniversary 
Celebrations  and  B.R.  logo.  The  opening  dates  of  important  sections  of  line  are  recorded  and 
also  the  engraver’s  initials. 

Available  in  October  1984,  the  GW  150  Medals,  will  be  sold  in  attractive  brown  and 
cream  presentation  cases,  accompanied  by  historical  notes.  These  will  give  immense  pleasure 
and  are  likely  to  become  much  sought  after  collector  items.  The  medals  represent  truly 
remarkable  momentoes  of  fifteen  decades  of  wonderful  achievements.  Advance  orders  are 
now  being  accepted  and  reservation  forms  are  available  from  British  Rail  (GW  MEDAL), 
125  House,  Swindon,  Wiltshire.

‘NIENEN’  OR  ‘IERNEM’  —  A  NEW  MINT  FOR  STEPHEN? 

PETER  SEABY 


Stephen's  Cross  Fleury  type,  B.M.C.  VI,  is  by  far  the  rarest  of  his  four  substantive  issues 
though  its  rarity  may  be  due  solely  to  the  absence  of  a  major  hoard  of  its  period  of  issue, 
c.  1  15  1-53.  Only  some  three  dozen  or  so  coins  seem  to  have  survived  and  they  are  known  for 
ten  mints  in  the  south-east  quarter  of  England.  Of  the  twenty-six  coins  of  this  type  listed  by 
Commander  R.  P.  Mack  in  “Stephen  and  the  Anarchy  1  135-1 154”,  BNJ  xxxv  (1966),  six 
pieces  were  unattributed  to  specific  mints  due  to  illegibility  or,  in  one  case,  an  unintelligible 
inscription  (Mack  no.  99).  This  last  coin,  from  the  Drabble  (lot  994)  and  Lockett  (lot  3942) 
collections,  has  had  the  reverse  inscription  transcribed  as  “  +  hACRONNIENEN  (the  N’s 
reversed)”  and  Mack  added  the  comment  “a  very  uncertain  reading”.  In  view  of  the  rarity  of 
the  type  it  seems  worthwhile  to  re-examine  the  inscription  to  see  if  any  clue  can  be  gained  as 
to  its  true  identification. 

Taken  at  face  value  a  moneyer’s  name  Hacr  and  a  mint  name  Nienen  appear  to  be  non¬ 
sense,  yet  in  view  of  its  style  it  would  be  premature  to  condemn  the  coin  out  of  hand  as  a  con¬ 
temporary  counterfeit  with  an  intentionally  blundered  legend.  The  engraving  of  the  king's 
head  and  the  reverse  type  does  not  seem  to  be  the  work  of  a  counterfeiter.  However,  the 
lettering  is  carelessly  punched  into  the  die,  with  reversed  S  and  N's  and  with  the  letter  E's 
having  a  vertical  stroke  to  the  right  of  the  horizontal  limbs  instead  of  individual  serifs.  One 
may  reasonably  conclude  that  the  lettering  was  inserted  into  the  dies  by  a  hand  far  less  skilled 
than  that  which  sunk  the  types.  It  seems  possible,  then,  that  the  diesinker  made  an 
unintentional  error  or  errors  and  may  have  inserted  some  letters  in  the  wrong  order  or  may 
have  omitted  others  entirely. 

The  first  two  visible  letters  following  ‘hACR'  are  ‘O-N'.  Mack  has  copied  the  Lockett 
transcription  giving  two  adjoining  N's,  but  there  is  an  area  of  weak  striking  between  the  O 
and  N  which  is  hardly  wide  enough  for  another  letter  N,  though  there  would  be  room  for  a 
colon  stop.  The  final  letter  of  the  reverse  has  been  transcribed  as  an  ‘N'  but  it  is  not  wholly 
clear  and  there  appear  to  be  traces  of  two  opposing  diagonal  strokes  so  the  last  letter  is  more 
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likely  to  be  an  ‘M\  A  more  accurate  transcription,  then,  would  seem  to  be: 
“  +  hACRO(:)NIENEM”.  If  it  is  a  colon  between  the  O  and  the  N  it  may  have  been  inserted 
on  the  wrong  side  of  the  N  in  error. 

Next,  it  may  be  questioned  whether  the  letter  ‘R’  is  an  interloper  and,  if  so,  whether  the 
personal  name  Hacon  was  intended?  A  moneyer  Hacun  is  known  to  have  been  active  in 
Thetford  in  types  II1  and  VII2  and  it  is  possible  that  he  might  have  moved  to  another  mint  in 
the  neighbourhood  during  the  period  of  type  VI,  the  intervening  type.  Is  it  possible  that  the 
letter  R  was  erroniously  inserted  as  the  fourth  letter  of  the  inscription  instead  of  as  the  fourth- 
but-last  letter?  That  the  diesinker  may  have  been  working  alternatively  clockwise  and  anti¬ 
clockwise  from  the  initial  cross  seems  to  be  indicated  by  what  may  be  an  unused  guideline 
graved  into  the  die  to  the  right  of  the  first  N,  any  errors  of  spacing  becoming  obvious  at  the 
centre  of  the  inscription.  If  it  is  allowed  that  the  ON  is  part  of  the  moneyer’s  name  and  that 
the  second  ON  of  the  copulative  was  omitted  for  lack  of  space,  or  vice  versa ,  a  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  letter  R  to  fourth-but-last  space  would  give  a  mint  name  “IERNEM”. 

A  mint  name  IERNEM  ...  is  not  recorded  for  any  other  type  of  Stephen  or,  for  that 
matter,  any  other  reign.  However,  it  is  only  necessary  to  travel  eastward  from  Thetford 
across  the  county  of  Norfolk  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Yare  to  arrive  at  one  of  the  relatively 
few  Doomsday  boroughs  for  which  no  coins  have  yet  been  recorded  —  Yarmouth,  now 
Great  Yarmouth.  This  royal  borough  appears  as  Gernemutha  in  Doomsday  Book.  It  had  70 
burgesses  in  1086  and  its  Jirma  is  recorded  as  £31.16.8,  which  may  be  compared  with  the 
other  Norfolk  boroughs  of  Norwich,  with  786  burgesses  and  a  ferm  of  £96,  and  Thetford, 
with  720  burgesses  and  a  ferm  of  £76  (plus  £40  for  its  mint).  The  form  Gernemuta  occurs  in 
two  surviving  charters  of  the  reign  of  Stephen,  one  being  a  grant  by  the  king  of  a  plot  of  land 
in  Yarmouth  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Benet’s  Holme3  and  the  other  grant  to  the  monks  of  Norwich 
of  sac,  soc  and  free  customs  in  their  land  of  Yarmouth4.  However,  the  town  name  is  rendered 
as  Iernemutha  in  two  other  deeds  of  the  period.  One  is  a  grant  to  John  de  Chesney,  a  kinsman 
of  the  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk5,  and  the  other  is  a  mandate  from  Archbishop  Theobald 
vetoing  the  construction  of  a  new  chapel  by  the  burgesses  of  Yarmouth  contrary  to  the 
parochial  rights  of  the  church  of  Norwich6. 

Stephen’s  younger  son  William  had  been  created  Earl  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  in  addition 
to  holding  the  Earldom  of  Surrey,  after  his  marriage  in  1 148  to  the  heiress  of  Earl  William  de 
Warenne  who  held  large  estates  in  Norfolk  centred  on  Castle  Acre.  As  Hugh  Bigod,  who  had 
been  created  Earl  of  Norfolk  by  the  ‘Empress’  Matilda  in  1141,  was  in  intermittent  revolt 
against  Stephen  from  his  castles  in  east  Suffolk,  the  king  and  his  son  would  doubtless  have 
been  anxious  to  encourage  the  growth  of  a  strong  and  prosperous  royal  borough  in  east 
Norfolk  as  a  base  from  which  to  contain  this  difficult  baron.  However,  this  is  little  more  than 
speculation  and  k  would  be  unreasonable  to  postulate  a  new  mint  for  the  reign  on  the  sole 
evidence  of  a  single  coin  with  a  blundered  reverse  inscription.  Another  coin  from  a  different 
reverse  die  or  a  different  type  would  be  desirable  before  Yarmouth  can  be  added  to  the 
register  of  English  mints  with  any  degree  of  confidence.

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EARLY  ANS  MEDALS  OFFERED  BY  SOCIETY 

The  American  Numismatic  Society  has  released  for  sale  examples  of  two  of  its  medals 
produced  early  in  this  century.  One  hundred  specimens  of  the  Ernest  Babelon  medal  of  1910, 
in  original  box  of  issue,  are  available,  as  well  as  forty  of  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  medal 
of  1908,  bound  into  a  presentation  book.  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  medals  will  be  used  to 
set  up  a  new  fund  to  provide  capital  for  future  issues  of  Society  medals. 

The  Babelon  medal  was  issued  in  commemoration  of  the  International  Numismatic  Con¬ 
gress  held  in  Brussels  in  1910,  and  honours  Ernest  Babelon,  the  renowned  authority  on 
ancient  coins,  who  chaired  the  Congress.  It  was  co-sponsored  by  the  ANS  and  the  Belgian- 
Dutch  Society  of  Friends  of  the  Art  Medal.  The  bronze  medal,  2\  inch  round,  is  itself  an 
object  of  numismatic  interest  in  that  the  dies  for  each  face  were  prepared  by  different  methods 
of  die  production.  The  obverse  portrait  of  Babelon  was  modelled  by  the  Belgian  sculptor 
Godefroid  Devreese  and  transferred  to  the  die  by  the  then  innovative  pantographic  process. 
The  reverse  depiction  of  Athena  was  carved  directly  into  the  dies  in  the  traditional  manner  by 
the  German  engraver  Rudolf  Bosselt. 

The  Sullivan  medal  has  never  before  been  offered  to  the  public.  Sullivan,  who  served  as 
Vice-President  of  the  ANS  and  was  a  collector  of  European  medals,  was  a  prominent  lawyer. 
After  his  death,  his  son  commissioned  a  medal  in  his  honour  and  designated  the  ANS  to 
award  the  medal  to  the  five  candidates  who  scored  highest  each  year  in  the  New  York  Bar 
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Examination.  Such  awards  do  not  appear  to  have  been  carried  through  and  the  medals,  each 
bound  into  an  eighty-page  book  dedicated  to  Sullivan’s  memory,  have  remained  in  storage 
until  now.  The  bronze  medal  is  a  plaquette,  2\  inches  by  3j  inches  by  J.  E.  Roine,  the  French 
sculptor  who  was  largely  responsible  for  bringing  continental  medallic  style  and  techniques  to 
the  United  States  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  It  bears  a  beautifully  modelled  portrait  of  Sullivan 
on  the  obverse  and  a  symbolic  scene  of  Age  guiding  Youth  on  the  reverse. 

The  sale  of  stocks  of  these  early  medals  and  the  creation  of  a  special  fund  to  finance  new 
ones  was  announced  by  Margo  Russell,  Chairperson  of  the  ANS  Standing  Committee  on 
Medals  and  Decorations.  “The  success  of  the  Society’s  125th  Anniversary  has  been  the 
impetus  to  undertake  the  issue  of  a  new  series  of  medals.  While  we  don’t  anticipate  matching 
the  rate  of  issue  of  the  first  decades  of  this  century,  when  the  ANS  sponsored  an  average  of 
one  medal  a  year,”  said  Ms.  Russell,  “we  hope  that  the  new  pieces  will  be  worthy  artistic 
successors  to  those  produced  for  us  by  such  great  sculptors  as  Victor  D.  Brenner,  Daniel 
Chester  French,  Gutzon  Borglum,  and  Theodore  Spicer-Simson”. 

The  Babelon  medal,  in  original  box  of  issue,  is  being  sold  for  $25  plus  $4  for  registered 
mail.  The  Sullivan  medal,  bound  in  its  presentation  volume,  is  available  for  $75  plus  $5.50 
postage.  Quantities  of  these  medals  are  limited  to  two  per  purchaser.  A  limited  number  of  the 
ANS  125th  Anniversary  Medal  are  still  available,  at  $30  plus  $4.25  postage  for  the  bronze 
and  $400  for  the  silver.

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A  POSSIBLE  MONETARY  CRISIS  IN  THE  EARLY  1  130  s

In  his  excellent  booklet  on  the  Norman  coinage  Michael  Dolley  suggested  ‘that  whenever 
there  is  a  triennial  cycle  one  in  seven  or  so  of  the  moneyers  maybe  expected  to  drop  out  at 
each  change  of  type’.1  It  seems  surprising  therefore  that  when  dealing  with  the  coinage  of 
Henry  I  and  in  particular  with  the  type  XIV  and  XV  pennies,  he  made  no  reference  to  the 
large  number  of  type  XIV  moneyer’s  names  which  do  not  appear  on  the  type  XV  coins.  In 
fact,  if  the  two  types  were  not  so  securely  positioned  the  evidence  of  the  moneyer's  names 
may  raise  doubts  as  to  whether  they  were  consecutive  issues. 

Table  1  lists  the  mints  and  the  number  of  moneyers  recorded  on  type  XIV  and  XV  coins  in 
Norman  Kings.2  Although  this  list  is  approximately  70  years  old  and  new  mints  and 
moneyers  have  been  recorded  it  is  the  only  list  generally  available  which  gives  the  types 
struck  by  each  moneyer.  Types  XIV  and  XV  are  the  most  common  of  the  reign  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  any  addition  will  seriously  effect  the  gist  of  this  paper.  Certainly  the  evidence  of 
the  updated  lists  of  Dr.  E.  J.  Harris  support  this  assumption.3  It  can  be  seen  from  the  totals  to 
Table  1  that  106  moneyers  were  recorded  at  46  mints  in  type  XIV  whilst  only  72  moneyers 
were  recorded  at  19  mints  in  type  XV.  Whilst  there  appears  to  have  been  a  sudden  contrac¬ 
tion  in  the  number  of  mints  it  must  be  remembered  that  type  XV  would  have  been  pre¬ 
maturely  ended  by  the  death  of  Henry  I.  Dolley  suggests  a  life  of  approximately  fifteen 
months4  and,  although  the  bulk  of  the  production  would  have  been  at  the  start  of  the  issue,  it 
is  possible  that  some  of  the  smaller  mints  may  have  struck  few  coins  or  possibly  none  at  all. 
Examination  of  Table  1  whilst  showing  that  it  is  the  smaller  mints  which  are  missing  in  type 
XV  also  suggests  an  increase  in  moneyers  at  some  mints,  principally  at  Gloucester,  London, 
Norwich  and  Winchester.5 

Using  Dolley’s  ‘loss  of  moneyers'  factor  on  the  Table  1  totals  approximately  15  moneyers 
should  have  disappeared  at  the  end  of  type  XIV.  As  there  is  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
mints  recorded  in  type  XV  the  loss  will  be  in  excess  of  Dolley's  factor.  This  error  can  be 
elliminated  by  considering  only  the  mints  which  struck  both  type  XIV  and  XV.  This  is  sum¬ 
marised  in  Table  2.  Using  these  revised  figures  approximately  nine  moneyers  should  have 
disappeared  or  53  moneyers  should  be  recorded  for  both  types.  The  right  hand  column  of 
both  Tables  1  and  2  show  that  only  eleven  moneyers  are  common  to  both  types 
(approximately  the  number  which  should  have  disappeared),  and  it  is  of  course  possible  that 
some  of  these  eleven  could  be  different  people  with  the  same  name.  This  discrepancy  cannot 
be  explained  by  undiscovered  coins  for  at  London  nine  or  ten  of  the  type  XIV  moneyers 
should  have  been  known  for  type  XV  and  not  just  the  one  recorded.  Assuming  that  coins  of 
these  nine  or  ten  moneyers  exist  but  have  yet  to  be  discovered,  then  a  total  of  25  or  26 
moneyers  would  be  recorded  for  the  fifteen  months  of  type  XV  and  this  assumes  no  new  type 
XV  moneyers  have  still  to  be  discovered.  Similarly,  at  Norwich  and  Winchester,  1  1  and  9 
type  XV  moneyers  would  have  been  expected.6 

Table  3  records  the  moneyers  who  struck  both  type  XIV  and  XV.'  It  can  be  seen  from  the 
list  that  the  mints  cover  the  whole  of  the  country  and  are  not  just  the  major  mints  or  mints 
located  in  a  particular  area.  Norman  Kings  would  therefore  suggest  that  in  the  early  1  130's8 
there  was  a  crisis  that  resulted  in  the  sacking  of  the  majority  of  the  existing  moneyers  and  a 
possible  reduction  in  the  number  of  mints  with  a  possible  increase  in  the  number  of  moneyers 
at  certain  mints.  Already  two  monetary  crises  are  known  for  the  reign,  1  108  and  1  124.  which 
Dolley  suggests  resulted  in  a  premature  change  in  type.1"  The  chronicles  of  the  period  suggest 
that  these  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  majority  of  the  moneyers  from  office  but  the  lack  of 
recorded  coins  in  the  relevant  periods  means  that  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  whether  this  is 
fact  or  poetic  licence.  The  chronicles  are  silent  however  on  a  crisis  in  the  early  1  130's. 

The  completion  of  the  revised  lists  will  enable  a  more  detailed  analysis  to  be  made  of  the

later  types  of  Henry  I.  It  is  therefore  unfortunate  that  type  XV  was  followed  by  the  coins  of 

Stephen  when  civil  unrest  and  a  weak  king  appear  to  have  resulted  in  the  end  of  the  triennial 

cycle,  if  it  was  in  operation  at  the  end  of  Henry's  reign,  and  irregularities  at  various  mints.

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A  MEDALLION  COMMEMORATING 
THE  FALL  OF  CALAIS  (1558) 

SIMON  L.  HANCOCK 

In  contrast  to  other  art  forms,  painting,  sculpture  or  even  coins,  the  medallion  is  com¬ 
paratively  modern.  In  its  contemporary  form  it  has  its  origins  during  the  early  Renaissance 
when  Antonio  Pisanello  pioneered  “and  created  a  new  art  form,  the  medal ...  he  had  shown 
the  popularity  that  its  informality  portability  and  durability  could  give  it  as  a  portrait 
medium“,  Mark  Jones.1  This  branch  of  numismatics  has  enjoyed  renewed  interest  recently,  as 
collectors  and  connoisseurs  find  the  enormous  variety  both  comprehensive  and  stimulating. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  artistic  medallions  is  that  commemorating  the  French 
capture  of  Calais  in  January  1558.  Struck  in  bronze  on  a  flan  3.1  in.  in  diameter  and  weighing 
127.8  gr.,  the  medallion  was  executed  by  Giovanni  Antonio  de  Rossi,  a  native  of  Milan  who 
worked  in  Florence.  The  obverse  is  dominated  by  the  bust  of  Henry  II,  Valois  King  of  France 
(1547-1559),  crowned  with  oak  leaves  in  armour  with  lions’  heads  on  shoulders  and  collar 
and  badge  of  St.  Michael,  the  mantle  decorated  with  fleurs-de-lis.  The  obverse  legend  reads 
HENRICVS.  REX*  CHRISTIANISS  (Henry,  Christian  King),  combining  fleur-de-lis  stops. 

The  reverse  is  executed  in  a  typically  classical  fashion — Henry  is  depicted  advancing  right 
on  a  magnificent  charger — a  triumphant  Caesar — with  right  arm  upraised  pointing 
majestically  to  a  trophy  of  war  (allegorical  to  the  town  of  Calais).  The  king  is  accompanied 
by  two  armour-clad  legionnaires,  each  bearing  a  standard  and  with  a  histrionic  pose  more 
appropriate  to  Magenta’s  “Triumph  of  Caesar”,2  than  any  historical  medal.  A  female  figure 
personifying  Victory  precedes  the  conquering  hero  who  bestowed  on  France  her  last  victory 
of  the  Habsburg-Valois  conflict  (before  the  peace  of  Cateau  Cambresis,  April  1559).  The 
reverse  legend  ominously  proclaims  MAIORA.  SEQVENTVR.  (Greater  things  shall  follow; 
Virgil,  Aenid  XII,  153)  between  which  are  three  crescents  interlinked — Henry’s  personal 
badge.  The  exerge  legend  reads  EXACTIS.BRITANNIS.ET.CALETO.QVINIA- 
Q.RECEPT.  (The  British  expelled  and  Calais  and  Guishes  recovered).  Below  is  an  escar- 
buncle  between  two  branches  of  laurel.3 

The  medal  celebrates  the  capture  of  Calais  by  Francis  of  Lorraine,  Duke  of  Guise  and  the 
most  powerful  magnate  in  France.  The  smaller  fortifications  of  Guisnes  and  Hammes  con¬ 
tained  in  an  area  of  25  square  miles  also  fell  to  the  French  onslaught.  The  loss  of  Calais  (an 
English  possession  since  1347)  was  particularly  traumatic  as  it  followed  the  great  Anglo- 
Imperial  victory  over  France  at  St.  Quentin4  (St.  Lawrence’s  Day,  10  August  1557). 
However,  success  bred  complacency — manpower  in  the  three  garrisons  was  steadily  reduced 
and  supplies  not  maintained.  Despite  the  warnings  of  Philip  II’s  spy  Pietro  Strozzi5  (Decem¬ 
ber  1557),  no  action  was  taken  until  the  French  had  invaded  the  town  and  held  “access  to  the 
sands”.  The  prevarication  of  the  Privy  Council  and  Queen  Mary’s  indecision  (over  the  con¬ 
tradictory  advice  given  by  Pole  and  Simon  Renard,  the  Imperial  ambassador),  reduced  public 
confidence  in  the  Government  to  a  nadir. 

Heavily  outnumbered  and  short  of  ammunition  the  Deputy  of  Calais,  Lord  Wentworth, 
and  a  garrison  2,000  strong  surrendered,  followed  by  Hammes  shortly  afterwards.  However, 
under  the  indefatigable  Lord  Grey,  Guisnes  valiently  and  stoutly  resisted  for  a  further  two 
weeks  until  it  too  finally  succumbed.  The  loss  of  Calais  dealt  a  shattering  blow  to  English 
morale  and  abruptly  terminated  any  continuing  interest  in  the  war  with  France.  Bitter 
recriminations  followed  in  the  Privy  Council,  although,  paradoxically,  in  a  financial  sense,  the 
loss  “was  England’s  most  fortunate  defeat”  (A.  L.  Rowse).6 

However,  to  contemporaries  the  loss  of  the  last  English  Continental  possession  and  vestige 
of  a  once  great  Norman  and  Angevin  Empire  was  momentous.  A  typical  sentiment  was 
voiced  by  Thomas  Smyth,  who  observed  that  “men  hung  their  heads  in  shame  at  musters”. 
Although  this  particular  medallion  does  not  compare  with  Pisanello’s  work  or  the  celebrated 
marriage  medallion  of  Philip  and  Mary  (married  July  1554),  brilliantly  engraved  by  Jacopo 
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da  Trezzo,  it  nevertheless  serves  to  demonstrate  the  aesthetic  qualities  of  artistic  beauty  and 
contemporary  history  which  appeals  to  historians,  artists  and  numismatists  alike.7

New  royal  effigy:  I  am  wondering  whether  any  other  of  your  readers  will  share  my  opinion  of  the  new 
royal  effigy  which  you  published  in  the  September  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  To  my  mind,  it  bears  virtually 
no  resemblance  to  Her  Majesty.  Almost  every  aspect  of  the  portrait  is  unsatisfactory. 

It  is  ill-proportioned  to  the  point  of  inelegance,  the  neck  being  too  short  and  the  head  too  large;  the 
diadem  sits  precariously  on  the  Queen’s  hair  instead  of  fitting  the  line  of  the  skull,  and  its  base  is  surely 
too  curved;  the  profile  of  the  nose  and  lips  fails  to  catch  the  Queen's  characteristic  expression;  the  eye  is 
almost  squinting — I  thought  one  of  the  rudimentary  rules  of  professional  portraiture  was  to  show  the 
eye  slightly  larger  than  in  reality,  see  for  example,  the  work  of  Pistrucci,  Wyon,  etc.;  the  outline  of  the 
profile  in  relation  to  the  arrangement  of  the  lettering  is  such  that  there  is  insufficient  space  for  the 
Queen's  name  and  too  much  for  her  titles. 

However,  I  must  admit  the  two  little  gnomes  smiling  and  waving  from  the  diadem  are  fun!  I  should  be 
glad  to  hear  from  anyone  who  has  reservations  about  the  portrait,  and  if  public  response  is  widespread 
perhaps  we  could  make  ourselves  heard.
